Speaker Clark denounced the trib­

as useless 
and expensive 
and 
Representative Adamson of Georgia, 
chairm an of the interstate commerce 
committee, 
offered 
a resolution 
de­ 
claring It to be the sense of the cau­ 
cus that the court be abolished dur­ 
ing the present session. 
The resolu­ 
tion was adopted by viva voce vote. 
Democratic Leader Underwood led 
the ftght for the budget plan and had 
the support of Speaker Clark, Repre­ 
sentative Fitzgerald, chairman of the 
appropriations committee, and other 
house leaders. 
Mr. Underwood doclared that ap­ 
propriations 
were 
running 
beyond 
bounds under the present system. 
Opposition to the 
proposition de­ 
veloped led by Representatives T rib ­ 
ble and Hardwick of Georgia. 
Rep­

budget committee centralizing control

would constitute the "m ost gigantic 
trust ever formed.” 
Mr. H ardwick’s resolution to lay the 
plan on the table was carried, 95 to 81.

Sugar Schedule Is Acted Upon by a 


Vote of 40 to 6 and the Free Wool 


Provision by 41 to 6— No Attempt la 


Made to Bind Members, That Ques­ 


tion Coming Up W hen Entire Bill 


Has Been Passed Upon. 


Washington, June 26.— Free sugar 
in 1916 and free raw wool are now es­ 
tablished in the tariff revision bill, 
having been approved by the Demo­ 
cratic caucus of the senate after a 
two-day fight. 


The sugar schedule was approved by 
a vote of 40 to 6. 
Free raw wool 
swept the senate caucus by a vote of 
41 to 6. 
This is a ratification of President 
W ilson’s tariff policy, he having in­ 
sisted upon the wool and sugar propo­ 
sitions. 
When the fight of the anti- 
free sugar and anti-free wool Demo­ 
crats wes getting hot the president 
issued a public statement declaring 
that any suggestion of compromise on 
his wool 
and sugar schedule ideas 
was out of the question and later he 
stirred all administration leaders to 
action when he made his charge about 
the existence of an "insidious lobby.” 
The six Democratic senators who 
voted against free sugar on the final

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DIGEST OF 
REFORM BILL 


Reported That Measure May 


Be Put Through During 


Present Session. 


Under Its Provisions All Power 


Will Be Taken From 


Bankers. 


W 


HILE prophecies are rife la 
dispatches from Washington 
that congress will take ac­ 
tion during tile present ses­ 
sion on the currency reform UU, late­ 
ly introduced In the house by liepre- 
8entatiT9 Carter Glass of Virginia, the 
chairman of the committee on bank­ 
ing and currency, others are not lack­ 
ing, which seem to Indicate the con­ 
trary, despite the fact that the meas­ 
ure has the backing of tile administra­ 
tion. 
Every im tint in the bill, as pre­ 
sented, was carefully gone over by 
President Wilson and Secretaries Bry­ 
an and McAdoo, and it is underetood 
that several of its most important pro­ 
visions were directly fathered by them. 
For the convenience of the busy 
man, the foUowing official digest of 
the measure will give a definite idea 
of its scope and aim: 


Dipest of the Bill. 
The purpose of tile 1)111 Is to furnish 
a comprehensive revision of the cur­ 
rency system of the country so as to 
obtain four principal objects: 
F irst—Provision of a means for re­ 
discounting commercial paper of speci­ 
fied tyi>es. 
Second.—Provision of a basis for 
elastic 
note 
Issues 
properly 
safe­ 
guarded. 
Third.—Provision of machinery for 
doing foreign banking business. 
In order to accomplish these pur­ 
poses fully it is necessary to rei>eal 
certain portions of existing law; to 
rectify various conditions In the pres­ 
ent national banking system which are 
In some cases only indirectly connect­ 
ed with the objects sought; to furnish 
a new class of Institutions for the t>or- 
formance of some functions which 
cannot well be intrusted to existing 
banks, or, at all events, can better be 
performed by others, and to alter tile 
present reserve system to a very ma­ 
terial degree. 
The scope of the bill can best be 
understood by an analytical review’ of 
its contents. 
The present banking situation iii the 
United States rests upon the national 
bank act proper as slightly modified 
from time to time and upon the so 
called Aldrieh-Vreeland act (act of 
March 30, 1908). 
Of these acts the 
latter Is completely superseded on the 
ground that It has never become oper­ 
ative, probably will not become opera­ 
tive except under extreme stress and 
was never satisfactory. 
The national bank act itself Is mod­ 
ified in numerous essential particulars. 
In a separate measure a general revi­ 
sion of the administrative provisions 
of tile national bank act will be pro­ 
vided. 
New Class of Banks. 
Fundamental to the idea of the bill 
is the creation of a new class of banka 
to be known as federal reserve banks, 
the chief points about which are as 
follows: 
First.—The number is to be twelve, 
with possible increase later as pro­ 
vided. 
Second.—The ownership is to be in 
the hands of the stockholding banks 
of the twelve districts In which tile 
reserve banks are situated. 
The na­ 
tional banks are compelled to IM mem­ 
bers , and state banks and trust com­ 
panies are permitted to be mem bow. 
Third.—The capitalization is to be 20 
per cent of the capital of the stock­ 
holding banks, one-half paid in and 
one-half subject to call. 
Fourth.—The business of these fed­ 
eral reserve banks Is to be as follows: 
(a) Rediscounting of paper presented 
by stockholding banks under specified 
conditions, provided such paper grows 
out of actual agricultural, commercial 
or industrial transactions and does not 
run more than a specified number of 
days. 
(b) Buying and selling government 
securities, gold and silver bullion and 
foreign coin. foreign exchange aud 
open market bills of given maturity. 
(c) Government fiscal operations. 
Every national bank Is allowed to 
continue its note issue exactly as at 
present, and in addition federal reserve 
treasury notes are authorized to be Is­ 
sued to an amount .lot exceeding $500.- 
000.000. These notes will upon applica­ 
tion he issued to the federal reserve 
banks upon short time commercial pa­ 
per and oilier liquid collateral. 
While 
the notes will on their fate purport to 
be the obligations of the United States, 
they are required to be secured by a 
gold reserve of 33 1-3 per cent provided 
by the federal reserve bank and are 
first fin<i paramount lieu on all the as- , 
dots pf these banks aud are redeemable 
in gold on demand at the treasury de­ 
portment in the city of Washington 
of at any federal reserve bank. 
Strin­ 
gent provisions are made against count­ 
ing any of these notes as a part of 
bank reserves, and the system is guard­ 
ed against inliatiou by lodging power 
vtith the federal reserve board to exact 
rn interest charge upon treasury notes 
in order to insure their prompt redemp- 
tloa 
The notes are not made legal 
tender, but are receivable by the gov­ 
ernment and every bank of the system 
at par without exchange. 
No change 
is rnude in the elements of protection 
afforded existing banknotes. 
Overseeing the whole system is cre­ 
ated a federal reserve board consisting 


of seres members, including the secre­ 
tary ef the treasury, the secretary of 
agriculture aud the coiny troller of the 
currency as mean hers ex officio. 
O u r 
other members are chosen by the presi­ 
dent of the United States, by and with 
the advice and consent of the senate, 
for a term of six years each. 
One of 
th® members thus appointed by the 
president is to he governor at the fed­ 
eral leasrrs board, one vice governor 
and ens secretary. 
i 


Government Control. 
Their term of office is for eight years, 
except that of those first appointed one 4 


is to serve two years, one four, one six 
and one eight years. 
At least one of 
the members appointed by the preei- 
de«t is to be a person of banking ex­ 
perience. 
Thus it will be noted Unit 
the government will have absolute con­ 
trol of the system. The salary of each 
member of the board except the two 
cabinet officers who are ex officio mem­ 
bers is fixed at $10,000; the comptroller 
of tho currency to receive $G,000 in ad­ 
dition to the salary which he receive* 
under existing law. 
The powers of the federal reserve 
board are as follows: 
(a) To examine at its discretion the 
accounts and books of each federal re

serve bank and to require such state­ 
ments and reports as it deems necew- 
Bevy. 
(bl To require, or oil application to 
permit, a federal reserve bank to re­ 
discount the paper of any other fed­ 
eral reserve bank. 
(cj To establish each week, or aa 
much oftener as required, a rate (rf 
discount which shall bo mandatory 
upon each federal reserve I Mink aik I 
for each class of paper, provided that 
said rate of discount need not be uni­ 
form for all federal reserve banks, but 
shall be made with a view to accom­ 
modating the commerce of the coun­ 
try and promoting a stable price level. 
(d) To suspend for a period not ex­ 
ceeding thirty days (and to renew sus­ 
pension for periods not to exceed fif­ 
teen days) any and every reserve re­ 
quirement sledded in this act. 
ie* To supervise and regulate the is­ 
sue of treasury notes to federal re 
serve banks.

With this in mind the system has 
been devised so as to provide for the 
continuation of existing national banks 
and their organization, powers and 
function unchanged. In addition there 
Is established a system of federal re­ 
serve banks, which are Incorporated 
institutions holding federal charters 
and in all respects managed like na­ 
tional banks except as to the election 
of directors. 
As stated, there are twelve of these 
federal reserve banks, each managed 
by a board of nine directors, three of 
whom will be expert bankers selected 
by the banks, three will be momliers 
selected In the same way, but required 
to represent the commercial. Industrial 
or agricultural interests of the district 
avid subject to removal by tile federal 
reserve board in case they do not fair­ 
ly represent these Interests.

maining three directors are to be cho­ 
sen by the federal reserve board, and 
one of them is to be designated by said 
board as chairman of the board of di­ 
rectors of the federal reserve bank of 
the district to which he ie appointed 
and is to be the agent of the federal 
reserve board.

A v erdict of $15 ,000 for th e plain­ 
tiff was brou gh t in by th e ju ry in 
th e case of George Ku eh mich el v s th e 
Western Union Telegraph company . 
Th is is th e largest v erdict ev er re­ 
corded in th e h istory of personal in­ 
ju ry cases in Crow Wing cou nty , be­ 
ing twice as large as any of former 
y ears.
